We had feared terrible 
casualties, and the United States 
Army medical departm ent had made 
colossal preparations to handle the 
wounded Quite apart from the host 
of corpsmen and equipment to be 
landed, we had waiting in England

Had Air Superiority 
Among the factors which softened 
D-Day for the attackers were these: 
<D we had great air superiority and 
the Germ an Luftwaffe was fairly 
well grounded; 
(2) The Hitlerites 
delayed their armored attack too 
long; (3) the enemy didn’t know 
just w’here the invasion was coming, 
aud consequently was unable to con 
centrale his forces. 
One doubts w hether fortune will 
allow' the Allies another victory of 
such magnitude at such com para­ 
tively small cost. Certainly unless the 
Mikado*? home islands are abso­ 
lutely numb from bombing w'hen we 
are ready to invade, we m ust ex­ 
pect hard going. One of the most 
im portant points for us to consider 
is that the Japanese may have a 
formidable air fleet for defense of 
the homeland.
